Defense Dept. Scientists 
Support T est BanT reaty 


WASHINGTON (A P )-T he De­ 
fense D epartm ent’s top scientist

Dr. Harold Brown, defense di­ 
rector of research and engineer­ 
ing, added that if the treaty is 
fully observ ed U.S. nuclear su­ 
periority ov er the Russians ac­ 
tually will improv e. 
Brown thus took issue with the 
v iews expressed Tuesday by Dr. 
E dw ard Teller, Air Force nuclear 
consultant, who said ratification of 
the treaty would be "a dreadful 
and tragic m istak e.” 
Brown testified at a public ses­ 
sion of the Senate Foreign Rela­ 
tions Committee at which m em ­ 
bers of the Senate Armed Serv ­ 
ices and the joint Atomic Energy 
com m ittees sat in. This is the 


same forum before which Teller 
deliv ered his blast at the treaty. 
This was the sev enth day of 
the group’s hearing on the pro­ 
posal to ban all nuclear testing 
underground. 
President Kennedy waded into 
the argum ent Tuesday at his news 
conference.

—Sharply denied a Teller charge 
that the adm inistration curtailed 
atmospheric tests last year for po­ 
litical reasons.

Teachers Are Also Worth Studying

So far, we’v e been discu ssin g 
the way s in which y ou shou ld ac­ 
commodate y ou rself to y ou r cou r­ 
ses—how to dev elop a con stru ct­ 
iv e attitu de toward s c h o o l an d 
how to pin poin t the pu rposes be­ 
hin d each cou rse. Bu t for ev ery 
cou rse y ou take, y ou also take a 
teacher, an d u n til teachin g mach­ 
in es take ov er the classroom, it’s 
importan t to stu dy y ou r teacher. 
The old cliche say s “If y ou 
can ’t fig ht ’em, join ’em,” an d 
sin ce there’s n o poin t in workin g 
at cross-pu rposes with y ou r tea­ 
cher (he marks y ou ), learn how 
to work with him. Workin g with 
a teacher is n ot the same as ap­ 
ple-polishin g . You hav e to work 
with people all y ou r life; start 
makin g a scien ce of it. 


Here are the major thin g s to 
look for when stu dy in g a teacher: 


WHAT PART OF THE cou rse 
does he like best? What part does 
he 
like least? 
Watch ou t 
for 
small poin ts that y ou r teacher 
spen ds a lot of time on —he likes 
those poin ts. They may Be on a 
test. If y ou catch y ou r teacher 
su pply in g a lot of seemin g ly u n ­ 
importan t backg rou n d 
material 
make su re y ou learn that “seem­ 
in g ly u n importan t” material. 
If 
y ou can g iv e it back on a test, 
y ou r mark may soar. 


Does he like arg u men t in the 


classroom? (Not fig hts, of cou rse, 
bu t in tellig en t discu ssion of both 
sides of a problem.) Some teach­ 
ers don ’t—u su ally becau se they ’re 
pressed for time. Bu t try y ou rs 
ou t. Brin g u p a qu estion that con ­ 
tradicts on e of his own state­ 
men ts. If he likes it, do it ag ain . 
If he doesn ’t, it may be best to

keep quiet when y ou disag ree. 


There’s no point in irritating him. 


DOES HE MARK for class par­ 
ticipation , or does he ju st cou n t 
tests? This will u su ally depen d on 
the size of his class; the best way 
to fin d ou t is to ask y ou r teacher. 
If he marks for class participa­ 
tion , when ev er y ou feel y ou hav e 
somethin g to say , say it! 


Does he like to g iv e pop qu izz­ 
es? If he does y ou ’ll hav e to pre­ 
pare for class ev ery day . When ­ 
ev er possible, check for this with 
older stu den ts who hav e already 
had y ou r teacher. 


What kin d of tests does he g iv e? 
E s s a y 
qu estion s? Tru e-False? 
Mu ltiple choice? What kin d 
of 
an swers does he like? Good u n ­ 
derstan din g of main idea? Tin y 
details? You ’ll hav e 
to adju st 
y ou r stu dy in g to his tests; it can 
sav e y ou a lot of u n n ecessary 
work. You can check this ou t with 
older stu den ts. 


See if he has “g ood day s” an d 
“bad day s.” Mon day s are ju st as 
rou g h on teachers as they are on 
y ou . Don ’t g o ou t of y ou r way to 
g iv e y ou r teacher a hard time on 
his bad day s. 


Make 
a 
priv ate 
appoin tmen t 
with y ou r teacher. It can be help­ 
fu l to both of y ou . He’ll be g lad 
to see y ou bu t be su re y ou hav e 
somethin g specific that y ou wan t 
to talk ov er; he may n ot hav e 
time for ju st small talk.

If y ou're a selectiv e shop p er — a fancy 
w ay of say ing bargain hunter — y ou should 
be interested in some sum m er madness in 
Congress called "quality stabilization" — a 
fancy way of say ing p rice fix ing. 
Rep orts from Washington indicate this leg­ 
islation is getting more than cursory con­ 
sideration. It would enable the owner of a 
brand nam e to keep p rice cutters from ad­ 
v ertising his p roduct below the p rice the 
brand owner sp ecifies. 
What this m eans to y ou selectiv e shop ­ 
p ers, bargain hunters if y ou will, is that 
the tube of all-p urp ose stickum y ou used to 
sav e a quarter on at the discount house sud­ 
denly wp uld be wearing a univ ersal p rice 


W CASE y ou hav en’t guessed by now, the 
heat for this kind of law is ooming from 
sm all m anufacturers and retailers who rea­ 
son without much logic that it will disarm 
the discounters. 
W e're not try ing to belittle the small guy s’ 
p roblem s with the big discount houses or 
th? regular outlets who also cut p nces. The 
p roblem is one of economic life or death 
for many , but it won't be solv ed by p rice 
fix ing. 
A frozen p nce could giv e indep endents a 
short-term adv antage, but the discounters 
could be ex p ected to come up with com­ 
parable 
brands of their own which no true 


bargain hunter would p ass up for long. 
The real p roblem with the p rice-fix ing idea 
is that it p rop oses stability by m eans 
of the 
of! discredited gov ernment control sy stem. 
Gov ernment p rice fix ing, as dem onstrated 
by the wartim e OPA. doesn’t work. Peop le, 
esp ecially the bargain-hunting v ariety , hav e 
shown they can go to considerable lengths 
to 
skirt 
rules 
that 
go 
against 
normal 
instincts. 
The fact that y ou're able to buy the same 
brand owners’ p roducts in discount houses 
and small retail outlets now indicates an 
awareness by m anufactures that the discount 
trade is too lucrativ e to ignore. No m atter 
what they say p ublicly , the brand owners 
still p utting the p roducts on the shelv es 
And if any cry ing is being done, the tears 
are falling on tinkling cash registers. 


SO-CALLED fair 
trade 
legislation 
has 
failed to catch on for similar reasons. 
The would-be price fix ers seem to be do­ 
ing some remarkably fuzzy 
economic think­ 
ing. Or maybe they just haven’t considered 
the consequences. But it would seem that 
they might be using a wrecking bar in an 
effort to build a better market place. 
We think Congress has enough weighty 
matters hanging 
fire without getting too ex ­ 
cited about "quality stabilization.'' 
And that's a fancy way of saying. 
"For­ 
get it.”

While the joint chiefs are re­ 
ported to have been kept 
in­ 
formed in a general way from 
time to time about the course of 
the test-ban 
negotiations, 
Gen. 
LeMay testified that he was sur­ 
p rised at 
the 
administration’s 
sp eed in 
hastening 
the 
final 
agreement toward the end. 
As for . v oicing objections, Gen. 
LeMay declared that, once the 
p act was “initialed" or about to 
be, he doubted v ery much “ that 
any of us would hav e gone to 
the President at that stage of the 
game.” 
Secretary of 
State Rusk, at a 
news conference last Friday . wa$ 
asked whether there w asn’t "an 
unresolved difference in this gov ­ 
ernment” on the treaty , and he 
replied: 
“ I’m not sure that I would call 
such a difference unresolved. Aft­ 
er all. the ex ecutive branch is 
headed by the president of the 
United States.” 
This is tantamount 
to say ing 
that, despite 
the m ilitary ex p r- 
ness of the members of the joint 
chiefs in their respective fields, 
they can be and are 
ov erruled 
by the president and by his civ il­ 
ian advisers who can 
p lace p oli­ 
tical ex perimentalism in interna­ 
tional affairs above the 
necessary 
safeguards 
against 
nuclear 
ad­ 
vances by an 
adv ersary . 


THE SENATE today is p resent­ 
ed with a “ take it or leav e it” 
proposition. The up p er hou& of 
Congress, which is a joint p art­ 
ner with the president in treaty - 
making. wasn’t afforded

fore the treaty was signed.

sion than by their blood pressure
